people just as muoh ns if it had sent United
States troops or shipe-of-war to crnsh the
putriots. The shallow pretenio of neutrality
or enforcing the laws will doeceive ne onc;
for we all know that the administration,
which detained the gunboats up to a few days

ago, could have held thew, if it wished, for
a woek or two longor, Will Congress could act
in the matter

The American people will be astounded at
this assnmption and treachoery of the adminis-
tration when they have time to refloot upon
the matter. Dul when we speak of the ad-
ministration in connection with this subiject
wo are disposed to except the President,
though he 18 the head of the Government,
and in 8 measnre responsible for the conduct
of she Secrelary of State and other membars
of the OUabinet, General Grant, we have no
doubt, is the friend of Cuba.

THE PARTING OF THE WAYS.
From the N, ¥. Tribune,

Whether our national debt shall in good
part be paid by ths generation which con-
tracted it, or made a pupeln‘\l burden upon
the American people for all time to come, is
oue of the gravest questions that ever chal-
lenged public attention. We entreat that peo-
ple to decide it for themselves, and not let it
be made the football of aspiring politicians,

If woe now reduce the taxes soas to sto
paying the prineipal of our dobf, we Hhurl
never resume it, “‘Next day the fatal pre-
cedent will plead, ' and the debt will remnin o
burden forever. The next war will largely
increase it; the next will swell it still farther,
and our posierity will bitterly rne the short-
sighted gelfishness {hat compelled thew to
sweat under a lond that should never have
been piled upon their shonlders.

Our country was less able to pay its Revo-
lutionary debt than it now is to pay ils pre-
sent obligations: yet it did pay it. The War
of 1812 heavily burdened it again; bul it paid
the last farthing within the next guarter of a
century, and had a surplus in the Treasury
to distribute to the States. In shorl, paying
wal debits is n part of the Amevican system,
as contradistinguished from the European

uethod of adding debt to debt, and charging
over the cost of each war upon future genera-
Ltions,

Had our fathers followed the Iuropean
method, nnd left their war debils as a legacy
to this generation, the late Rebellion would
probably bhave been successful. With the
three debts incurred in the Revolutionary,
second Dritish, and Mexican wars resting
upon us, we conld not have borrowed the
vist siims required to maintain the late strug-
gle for the Union. Prudent capitalists wonld
have said, “‘How can the United States bear
up under this new load, seeing that, in the
long intervals of peace and prosperity, they
bave not wiped out the old ones ?" "It was
the fact that we had twico paid off our entire

debt that enabled us to contract & third so
lmniense,
We cannot forecast the [utnrs, Another
